Tho 
old 
Qila has been 
on

rampage again 
this 
week 
It is 
thought 
it 
was 
carrying 
more 
woter this 
timo 
than during 
the 
big flood last spring but it is not 
doing so much damago tbts timo as 
tbo last high 
water widened 
and 
deepened 
tho channel 
so 
that it 
will hold nearly double the water 
now that 
it would 
before 
Al ¬ 
though tho channel 
is many times 
wider now than it was before 
tho 
water was out of its banks in many 
places and considerable land has 
been 
wasbod away 
but no 
lives 
aro reportod lost so iar 
During tbe oarly part of the 
month 
heavy 
snow 
foil 
in 
the 
mountains 
Last Sunday morning 
a warn rain began falling 
lasting 
more tban twenty lour hours 
melt 
in 
most of tbo snow 
which 
added 
to tbo rain fall made 
raging 
tor 
rents of tho rivers and washes 
Tbo railroad track 
was 
washed 
out in many 
places 
between 
San 
Carlos and 
Bowie 
but the track 
was put 
in 
sbapo 
by Tuesday 
Jbivo spans ot the bridge over the 
Gila woro taken out at San Carlos 
This has not yot been repaired 
so 
that trains can cross 
although the 
work is being rushed as rapidly as 
possiblo 
it is reported 
that 
tho 
bridge spanning the Gila 
between 
Maricopa 
and Phoenix 
has 
also 
been washed out 
Clifton 
was again 
pretty badly 
flooded 
and 
peoplo living along
